WERE ALSO RECOGNIZED. ACCORDING TO MOSCOW, THE KEY-SENTENCE

TO CHOOSE, WAS CONFRONTATION OR COOPERATION. AND THEY AL- 
READY CHOSE THE LATTER, NOW IT IS THE US WHO HAS TO DECIDE. 
THOSE WORDS WHICH WERE NOT MENTIONED BUT WERE BEHIND HIS 
SENTENCES, COULD ALSO BE CONSIDERED IMPORTANT: PRESIDENT 
CARTER CAN HARDLY STAND AGAINST THE POLITICAL PRESSURE OF 
HARD-LINE SUPPORTERS. IT SEEMS HE WAS ASKING FOR SOME 
"WORLD-POLITIAL HELP" FROM THE SOVIETS WHEN HE URGED THE 
USSR TO CHANGE ITS POLITICAL BEHAUVIOUS. HE GOT THIS HELP: 

IF A NATION DOES NOT WANT TO EXPAND OR TO HAVE A "MILITARY 
SUPERIORITY", IT CAN EASILY MEET CARTER S REQUIREMENTS. 
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EVEN ANDREW YOUNG, UN REPRESENTATIVE DOES NOT SEE SOVIET 
EXPANSION, IN AFRICA EITHER, DURING CARTER S PRESIDENCY. 

IT IS HIGH TIME TO FIND SOME SOLUTION AND A WAY OUT FROM 
THE PRESENT SITUATION.
